Ontario NDP leader uses Fort Erie as venue to challenge hospital restructuring 


Hospital restructuring in Ontario is well underway, but 
citizens and politicians opposed to the idea aren't giving 
up without a fight. 

On Tuesday, the Douglas Memorial site on Bertie 
Street was used as a a venue for a small rally organized by 
Ontario NDP leader Andrea Horwath with about 40 con¬ 
cerned residents from Fort Erie and beyond who listening 
to and applauding the provincial party leader for her 
opposition to Local Health Integration Network (LHIN)s 
across Ontario, who have been implementing the closures 
of emergency rooms in the province since late last year. 

Horwath challenged the provincial Liberal government 
for its actions, saying its health care restructuring efforts 
are putting Niagara residents at risk and in danger, instead 
of providing a better quality of care. 

"It means you and your families and the broader com¬ 
munities are put at risk in terms of your access to health 
care," she said to a crowd consisting of local councillors 
and members of the Yellow Shirt Brigade citizens group. 

She said she will continue to fight on behalf of the peo¬ 
ple who she claims are not being heard by Dalton 
McGuinty's Liberals and believes a number of efforts still 
in progress could turn the situation around, pointing out 
Niagara Falls MPP Kim Craitor's inquest to the chief 
coroner's office into the a fatal accident on Boxing Day in 
Fort Erie and an investigation by the Ontario ombudsman 
into the LHIN’s decision making process. 

"We do still have things ahead of us that can help us 
win this fight," she said. 

Horwath feels residents have a right to know that med¬ 
ical help will be available in their communities when a 
loved one becomes ill or injured, saying less attention 
needs to be paid on providing a "tax giveaway to some of 
Ontario's richest corporations" and more focus needs to 
be given to a reasonable solution for health care in 
Ontario. 

"It's time to get our priorities straight. We can't afford 
another round of corporate tax giveaways if it means los¬ 
ing local health services," she said. 

Malcolm Allen, Welland's member of parliament who 
is also an NDP attended the event, saying residents have 
deserved more input in the entire process and that the 
Niagara Health System (NHS) and the LHIN needs to 
take the concerns of the community more seriously, giving 
them a voice in the matter. 

"They just don't want this imposed by the LHIN," said 
Allen.

"We have to stand up together and 
together," he continued. 

Another person who attended the 
event was Lawrence Thomas, whose 
87-year-old husband was admitted to 
the Welland County General Hospital 
about two weeks ago after being told 
his condition was untreatable at the 
Douglas memorial site. She has to 
drive to Welland to visit him, some¬ 
thing she finds very difficult in the 
weather conditions Fort Erie has seen 
recently. 

"It's just unbelievable," she said. 

Joy Russell, an active member of 
the Yellow Shirt Brigade said it was 
"wonderful" to have Horwath come 
to Fort Erie and speak about what the 
local citizens group has been fighting 
for since it was formed shortly after 
the NHS released its hospital 
improvement plan in 2008. 

"It shows we're not alone and our 
numbers are growing. Hopefully 
something good will come from this," 
said Russell. 

Niagara Falls MPP Kim Craitor 
also attended. He said he is used to 
hearing negative comments towards 
his party's plans for health care and 
has shown his own opposition to a lot 
of it along the way. Although he dis¬ 
agrees with some of McGuinty's ideas, 
he still feels all three major parties are 
trying to do what is best when it 
comes to the delivery of health care 
services in small communities like 
Fort Erie. 

"I really believe all three parties 
want to improve health care," said

What could have potential¬ 
ly ended as a sad story for pet 
lovers has ended much differ¬ 
ently... and ‘Boo’ the cat is 
safe and at home with his lov¬ 
ing family.

Upon further 
investigation, they found him 
sitting atop at hydro pole 
down the road from the fami¬ 
ly home and did not want to 


The fearful feline spent 
nearly two days without 
touching the ground, after 
Hebbourn believes it was 
frightened by a predatory 
attack from a coyote. She 
immediately called the Fort 
Erie SPCA, who spent several 
hours on scene hoping the cat 
would build enough confi¬ 
dence to return to ground 
level. 

Roy Pastorius, general 
manger of the local SPCA 
said he and his staff did every¬ 
thing they could to provide a 
happy ending without any 
complications. Since the 
SPCA and the local fire 
department are restricted 
when it comes to acting in sit¬ 
uations like this for safety rea¬ 
sons, Pastorius said it is unfor¬ 
tunate more couldn’t have 
been done immediately but 
remaining on site for as many 
hours as possible was definite¬ 
ly in the plan.
